REMARKS 

The 35 use S1 12 Rejections 

Claims 1, 4, 6-8, and U were rejected under 35 USC §112, 
second paragraph as unpatentable because the specification does not 
reasonably define "medium or high stringency conditions." This rejection 
is respectfully traversed. 

Claim 1 has been amended to define the stringency conditions 
as washing at low salt concentration and high temperature functionally 
equivalent to O.lx SSC at 65°C. This amendment adds no new matter as it 
is supported by page 17, lines 9-16 of the specification which state: 
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By "high stringency" is meant DNA hybridization 
and wash conditions characterized by high temperature and 
low salt concentration, e.g., wash conditions of 65°C at a salt 
concentration of approximately 0.1 x SSC, or the functional 
equivalent thereof. For example, high stringency conditions 
may include hybridization at about 42*C in the presence of 
about 50% formamide; a first wash at about 65''C with about 2 
X SSC containing 1% SDS; followed by a second wash at about 
eS'^C with about 0.1 x SSC. 

Since claim 1 has been amended to define high stringency hybridization 

conditions, the Applicants respectfully request that this 35 USC §112. 

second paragraph rejection of claims 1, 4, 6-8, and 11 be withdrawn.
